DURING FIRST MONTH OF 1931, 
STATE REPORT SHOWS 


The motoring public of California started the year 1931 with a 
16.08% increase in motor vehicle accidents with a resultant 16.259, in- 
crease in persons injured and 9.44% increase in deaths. 

New Year’s day traffic was an important factor in January acci- 
dents. 


“Thursdays.” The same was true in January, 1930, when more acci- 
dents occurred on “Wednesdays,” as January 1, 1930, feli on a Wednes- 


This is indicated by the large volume of accidents occurring on 


day. 
Light conditions under which accidents occurred in January, 1931, 
varied slightly from the “average” when considerable more accidents 


were reported occurring in darkness than daylight. 


’ 


The road location of accidents followed the “average” in January 


with the most accidents at city intersections. “Between intersections” 
was second greatest in the number of accidents by location. It is of in- 
terest to note that 23 accidents occurred on bridges and piers, 6 of 
which were fatal accidents. This is an increase of over 100% over Jan- 
uary, 1930. 

A total of 2,325 motorists were reported definitely at fault in Janu- 
ary accidents. Six hundred eight violated right while 502 driv- 
ers (the second greatest number) came to grief because of too 
speed. Nineteen of the “speeders” were involved in ATAL accidents. 

Although the total deaths increased 17 in January, 1931, over Janu- 
ary, 1930, the number of pedestrians killed was 7 less than in 1930, The 
largest numerical increases in deaths were in non? colli: 
and collision of two motor vehicles. The number of persons killed on 
bicycles increased from one in January 1930 to four in January this 
year. The one person killed on the bieycle in 1930 was a male over 5% 
years of age-while all of those killed in January this year were male 
children less than twenty year sof age. 

The number of collisions with railroad trains dropped from 61 in 
January 1930 to 51 in January this year. The resultant injured in this 
type of accident decreased 7, but thedeaths INCREASED 2. 

Fewer accidents were reported as occurring under znclement weath- 
er conditions than in January 1930, although the total number of. ac- 
cidents in January 1931 increased better than 16% over the previous 
year
